@lHat furtherance your places of Iuſtice bee to 
A [udges,fitting in the ſeate of judgement, is 

better knowne unto your wiſecome ,. and - 
El lcarnedſelves, thenT can any way irmmagine 
or think. Yet {,by my light obſeryation,per- 
ceivethus much, that without your vigelancy and faithful- 
neſſe;z the Iudges cannot doe, what either their places re- ' 
quire, or themſelves delire to. doe, for the good of our 
countrey. As therefore I havebecne bold, inthe zezle of * 
God, and cauſe of Religion, humbly co petition them : ſo- 
in like manner, I beſcech you, im your places, to doe this 
ood for Gods Church, to ſearch out theſe walking ſpi- 
rits of Antichriſt; I meane the Prieſts and TIcfuites, that 
they may beconjured downe by the power of the law and 
ſword, which doc ſo audaciouſly riſe up,-with contempt of 
the word and {pirituall power of Chriſt. Likewife that the. 
{tures be executed upon open Recuſants, who too boldly 
dare to. profeſſc. themſclves ofthe Popiſh Church., And 
withall, that a Gecupeet eyc bee had of our Church- 
Papiſts : ſuch , as for all their open comming to our flem- 
Az >blics, - 
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blies, doe ſufficiently in many particulars, deflare them- 
ſelvesro beintheir comming to Church, the very meere 
ſervants of Men; their cou: ſe at home, and abroad, being 
duely examined. And that yourmay ſee, what may truely, 
and without breach of charity, be thoughe of theſe, I will 
be bold with a godly leatned friend of mine, to ſet downe | 
unto you, what he concerning theſe Church-Papiſt,open- 
ly delivered, as.a preface before his Sermon once, at Pans 
Crofle, word for word, as neercas may be. His affirmation 
wasthis: — | 

Conformityto the Oath of a/leagiance, andother outward formall 
ſatisfations of the State, concurring with a reſolution to contimue 
in Poperit, is farre morepernictons te the State, then open and pro- 


feit Recuſancie. 


Ifayit againe(faith hee ),A fellow which hath.taken the- 
oath of allegiance; firſt, either by power of ſome Popith diſ- 
penſation, which great men eſpecially may calily. procure, 
becauſe by their wit,or worth, or high roome, they may be 
more notoriouſly ferviceable to the Church of Rome; or 
ferendly, by proportionable dedadtion of ſome warrant rg 
their conſciencesin thatcaſe, from that breifeof Pius Quintus 
in the Queenes time, mentioned before, which any ynder- 
ſtanding Papiſt will eaſily apprehend : or #hirdly, by the eo. 
ſoning art of mentall reſeryation, of which perhaps) ſome 
of their Prieſts & cunninger ſort,eſpecially of the equivoca- 
ting generation, Will bee ready to make adyantage of; or 
{awthh, by reaſon of wideneſſe of concience, even direRtly 
and grofly againſt the corrupt notious and inſtructions ther- 
of; which is much incident tothe more ignorant and infe. 
rior rancke of Papiſts, who through baſeneſſe and lownefle 
of ſtare, areexempted from inteligence with the Conſiſto: ie 
ofRome, and acquaintance with the liberty of many popiſh 
SOONEINgs BIRCH (HI9s, 209 DES 29 REORIEY ANCIIh 
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affurance of falvation in thatprofeſſion { whichis attinſe- 
parable miſerie to popiſh herifie-), darenot hazard their: 
temporall happineſle, for any hopeot future comfort they; 
areeverlike to have, or reape by ſuch a miſerable religion:. 
Lay, a fellow having thus taken the oath of allegianceeither' 
by popiſh diſpenſation, mentall reſervation, or direaly and, 
grolly againſt the checke and contradiction of hispopiſh: 
conſcience, is by accident, and by conſequent, fatrmore 
Peſtilentiall tothe State then he was betore, for ſtichrea- 
ſonsastheſe: 3 a 
By this formall outward falſe hearted: crnformitie, —- 
Firſt,he diverts and declines the watchtfull eye of ſtatexea- 
lofie, from: ordinary excubation and vigilancie over his po. 
piſh villanies and machinations, from a more narrow parti- 
cular infinuation into his vader-ground vaults, and timely 
obſervation of his engroſling too much gun-power ; and fo 
workes a great deale of miſchicfe vnobſervedly, fearfully 
yndermines, without any countermine of policte;andcon- 
currers moſt danderouſly with the- outraged malice of that 
man of ſinne,for the waſting of our Church, and diſ-ſtreng- 
thening the State, without ſence or ſuſpition. / - 
Secondly, heis vnworthily arned with thereſpe& and 
reputation of a good ſubie@; and ſo may more boyſterouſly 
and with greater bravery, wound and weaken: the better 
fidez vexe goodnefle, and good men, more boldly without 
controlment, and ſecretly promote Poperic, and hinder 
proceedings againſt Papiſts, even with authority, aud ſome 
colourable oftentations of ſafer policie, and floriſhing pre- 
tences of deeper reaches into the miſteries of State, ; 
Thirdly, hee may thereby give deeper wounds into the 


Heart of the truth, through the ſides of thoſe they call Puri- 


rans; andover their heads doe his worſt to knocke out the 


braines ofthe bleſſed Goſpellof the ſonne of God. It is in- 
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credible, whata world of wrong and miſchiefe is wrought - 
vpon the truth which we profeſle, and true profefſours 
thereof, by politicke conformable Papiſts, ypon the wofull 
advantage of certaine Miniſters inconformirie. If ſuch a fel- . , 
low ſpie out a conſionable painfull Miniſter, and finde him 
- obnoxious to the rigour of the law, but inthe leaſtpoint; . 
and that perhaps) out ofa peacefull tenderneſle of conſis 
| ence, while. himſelfe is in heart a ranke traitor to the State. 
= O then he plies the advantage with much-malice and bitrer- 
| |  neſle by informations, aggrapations, exaſperations tawning | 
concurrence With Ecclcltafticall Courts, untill hee have 
| procured the putting out of that burning & ſhining lampe, . 
| (for he well knowes, when ſuch lights expire, the noyſome + 
1 ſaufe of Popery is like. cnongh to infetthat darkeſome. 
place : ) and Godknowes, allthis is done, not+for preſur- 
| h vation of peace, as he publikely pretends ; but for promoti- 
:F _. onof Popery, which he fecrctly intends. I woul to God, , 
E. the reverend Biſhops and Fathers of our Church, would 
| wiſely thinke of this point, before it be too late. I fpcake rior 
1 heere any thing to harden the Separatift, or any truly tu- 
| multuous but ro point oura dangerons depth of the mniſte. 
rie of intquitie, which worketh-peſtilently upon ſuch advan- 
rages. I rather pray, that all the blflings ofthe God of - 
peace, both in this woild, andin the world to come, ma 
\ be heaped upon his head, whoſoev.r hee bee, which doth 
any way (with holinefſeand good conſcience) labour to 
= further the peace of our too much diſtrated Sion. 
or” - - Foutthly, he that conformes ,in outward obedience, to - 
3} the State, by warrant of Popifh difpenſation, muſtlabour - 
| to1eccmpence the Popes liberality in that kind, with ſome - 
more remark:ble and notorious ſervice to.the See of Rome, 
Hece ſhall finde himſelfe, out of a ſenſe of ſuch extraordina- 
ry favour from that unholy Father , bound in conſcience, . 
and ingaged in congruitie, tobe morc ready andreſolute 
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-vpon occafion or advantage,upon any deſperate adventiire 

and highattempr, for the advancement of his triple infer- 

-nall crowne. ; 

Fifthly, hee thar with wilfull inlargement of conſcience, 

- and ſecret ſturdie reſolution, takes the oath , will eafily and * 
natorally grow revengefully inraged againſt the righteous 
Torturers , and conformers of his-corrupt and Exorbitant 
conſcience. 

The conſcience receiving afting, transfuſeth the ſmart 
intothe affeions, Which whenthey feele, they arepre- 
ſently turiouſly inraged againſt the occaſtoners of that 
their bitter miſery. Andtherefore Iam perſwaded, ſuch a 
fellow, ſo taking the Oath , howſoever he may beare him- 
ſelfe refervedly , is afterwards tranſported, with more vio- 
lent and implacable ſpite, againſt the * gatoog of that truth, 
and patrons of that profeſſion, (a facred zeale whereof 
hath juſtly brought a racke and vexation upon his miſgui- 
ded'confcience) then he was before. And aſſuredly , it the 
times ſhould turne, (which God forbid) wee ſhould finde 
the Church-Papifſt, and rthepoliticke conformable®/cado> 
Catholicke, more mercilcfle & blood-thirſty againſt us,then 
the Recuſant. Though the beſt of them , no doubt, at that 
day, would be as a Brier, and (harper then athornie hedge, 

| _ _ nay evenasa Woo'fe inthe evening. For there is no malice 

neere unto the malice of Popery, ſave the malice of Hell. 

Vpon theſe grounds alſo, I have thought, that as the tate 

| of a Church-Papiſt, obſtinated in popery, is moſt damna- 

blein it ſelte, (even the popiſh DoRours themſelves being 

Witneſſes) as I have provedelſewhere : ({ce my book of le- 

gall repentance,P. 59.) fo itis moſt dangerous tothe State. 

E ſpeake not this to drive or detaine any Papiſt from che 

Church, for I pronounce unto him, out of the word w_ 
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and truth, hee muſt flie our of Babylon, into Sion, if ever 

-bee will ſave his foule : burto let himknow, thatcomming 

to Our congregation, he ought with humility, reverence, 

and prayer ,. to ſubmit his underſtanding to illumination 
withtruth, and his heart to ſanRification with grace, both 
for the procurement and comfort of his owne falyation, 

| end the contentment and ſafety of the State. Otherwiſe, as 

his dangerouſneſle to the State is evident and extraordina- 

J ry- fo. his owne damnation fleepeth not. For, ifpopery 

| were truth, as it is nor, but the very doErine of Divels; yet 
his State is damnable, becauſe he ſhould ſo, deny Chriſt 
before men : if it be falſe, as indeed it is, and moſtaccurſed 
from-heaven, then hee juſtly periſheth in his hereſie. 

. But, it may be, ſome will here reply ; what can poſlibly 

| bemorerequired, and exacted from theſe men , then con- 
formity in outward obedience to the State? what better ſe- 

- curiry, or ſurer.bond, can be thought upon , thenan oath, 
the ſacred and foveraigne inſtrument of all juſtice and o- 
bedienceamoneſt men > what further invention of State, 
ſhall be able to ſtay the tearetull miſchiefes, that hang 
hourcly over our heads, from this malicious and murthe- 
rous generation? | | | 

I anſwere, none intheworld, while they ſtay amoneſt 
us : not the moſtexquiſite and quinteflenticall policy of all 

- thewilſeſt States, that lie under the face of the Sunne, can 

affoord helpe in this caſe.Idolatry is ever attended with this 

Y inſeparable curſe, that.it will plague the kingdome that 

nouriſherh it, and pay it home at leugth with a witneſſe, 

F except ſomeright round,and rcſolute courſe betaken inthe 

meanetime, forthe rooting of it out. And indeed the 

depthes ofthe miſtery of iniquity are ſo unfathomable, that 
rhey cannot be ſounded by the Plummer of any honeſtand 

Chriſtian policy, without diving into the bottome of Hell, . | 

| It : 
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. ;Iris'arighrjuſtand holy;thing, rogive them the oath, 
and tobring them ro the Church. Bur their violations of 
oathes, diſpeniſations, equivocations,mentall evaſions,cor- 
ruptions ofconſcience, and execrable tranſgreſſions of all 
lawes; both of God and man, of nations and nature, are fo 
infinite and endleſle; and they ſo mingle their concluſions 
of State, with the very confuſtons of hell; that it is even in 
proportion as caſte,to chaine up thoſe damned ſpirits,from 
rempting men upon earth, as to bridle thoſe blood-rhirſty 
monſters,from undermining and overturning thoſe States; 
which profeſſethe truth of Chriſt , if power and meanes 
were anſwerable to thejr malice and revengefull humours. 


It wasa royall providence of our gractous Soveraigne, * mc 


in his fiſt ſpeech in the Parliament, to admoniſh the Papifts, 
that they would not ſo farre preſume upon his Leaity, as. 
thereupon to thinke it lawfull for them, daily to increaſe 
their number and ſtrength in this Kingdome : whereby, it 
not in his time, yet leaft in time ot: his poſterity, they 
might bein hope to erect their religion againe. But it is 
more then manifcſt, by daily and wocſull experience, that 
their maine end, all their plots, praGiſ's, ſtrange inſolen- 
cies, & the whole ſpheare of a world of Papiſt,that ſwarme 
amongſt us, hold a ſtrong oppoſition and counter-motion 
- tothar gratious counſell and firſt motion of his Majeftie. 
A bleſſed and happie thing had it beene, had his Piincely 
pleaſure beene followed in that poitt. For afſuredly,were 
werid of the Papiſts; and were Idolatry baniſhed out of 
the Kingdome, as in conſcience, and policie, reaſon, and 
religion, it ought : the King and his poſterity, by the mer- 
cies of God, might ſit upon the throne of England, as faſt 
as the ſtrong and mighty mountaines upon their ſure toun- 
dations. Oh, then would the torraigne mint and forge of 
- Popiſh milchicfe, diſcontinue and expire, Icluites, the de. 
Y135S 
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vil Ioutncynien, would take breath, fromhanimeting any 
more, their helliſh powder-plots in haft. ' -That malicious 
and murthering generation would grow diſhartened and 
unſpirited, for matter ofprojeR, and conſpiracie, againft 
this noble State. The royall perſon of the King would 
have none aboutitr, but Angels, and good ſubje@s.'' The 
concurrent furie of the greateſt enemies in the world, durſt 
not entertaine a thought of invaſion, or ſtirre a finger a- 
eainſt the unconquerable glory of our peace. For certaine- 
ly, the crowne of this kingdomeis incircled and ſurrounded 
with ſuch infinite and endlefle variety of popiſh inſidiati- 
ons ; and ſtands farremoreliableto the furious thirſt of for- 


- raigne ambitions, upon this ground principally : becauſe 


they hope, when time ſerves, to finde amongſt us,a fide and 
faction of Papiſts, to ſerve their turne. Cut the thread of 
this hope ; and cutthe throat of all plots againſt the Kings 
perſon; and cruſh the Popes heart, for any probability, - or 
poſſibility of ever re-eſtabliſhing, and ereQing his accurfed' 
tyrannie, in this land again . * : 

| Now this bleſſed buſineſfle of moſt important and high- 
eſt conſequence, for the pleaſing of God, ſecurity of the 
State, and preſervation of his Religion, and royall feed, that 
now fits with incomparable glory upon the Throne,would 
bee happily furthered. DET : 

Firft, if lawes worth ly provided in ſuch caſes , might 
have their courſe2nd current, withomt oppoſition , diverſi. 
on, partiality, interception by falfe friends, or any cunning 
defraudations and deluſions ofthe holy intentions thereof. 
Secondly , if on our fide there were but halfe the care- 

and conſcience, forthe maintenance of Chriſts truth , and” 
extirpation of the infectious hereftes of the man of finne, 
which are incompatible,borh with ſalvation of mensfoules, ” 
and the ſafety of imperial} Crownes :. as there-is enrious-| 

- nefle, 
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neſle, and cruelty, in Popiſh Kingdomes , for thecontimr- 
ance of Antichriſtianiſme, and, by a bloody inquiſition in- 
to the very thoughts of men, (the greateſtflayery thatever-. 
the ſunne, or the world'tafted) for the baniſhing andbar-: 
ring out, even of all poſſibility, (fo faras in them lies) of re- 
formation, plantation of primative truth , andprofeſſion 
of grace. 7 7 
_ - Thirdly, andaboveall, the plantation and proteQion 
ofa conlcionable learned miniſtery, muſt doe the deed, 
whenall is done, and ſtrike the deadlyeſt and irrevocable 
blow into the heart of the Pope, ifthe never-erring Spirit 
of God have told us the trtith, 2 Theſ. 2.8. The Lord will 
conſume the wicked man , with the ſpirit of his mouth.Po- 
ticy, Stare, wiledome, confederations of Chriſtian States, 
mvention and execution ofgoodlawes , the diſarming and + 
difabling of the Popes vaſlals , and the like are very notable 
and needfull meanes, glorious attendants, and aſſiſtants un- 
to this holy worke. But the {word of the Spirit , managed 
by the handof a powerfull miniſtzry, muſt ſtrike off Ao/ofer- - 
zes head; and knocke out the braines of that great Goli4h of 
Rome, which wth intolerable inſolency doth' revilethe 
hoſtof the liviug God , and trample upon the neckes of the 
Lords annointed. The Champions of Chriſt , inthe battell 
of the great day cf Go1 Almighty, at Armageddon, may 
beare themſelves bravely, and triumphantly : but the ſpirir 
of the month of the Lord Jeſus, ſhall carry away the chie- 
feſt glory of the day, in that conqueſt and confuſion of An- 
tichriſt, and in laying hisrtrjple crowne in theduſt.. : 

But in the meane time (unrill the Lord put to his helping 
hand, tor ſetting thoſe meanes on foot, with reſolution and 
conſtancy)it is a matter of prodigious amaſement, to con- 
ſider, how-mightily, impunity of, popiſh idolarry provokes 
_ the wrath of Godagamit us, and in what danger we ſtand;

Throne; ſo prodigious in their plots, that they have caſt an 
inexpiable and everlaſting aſperſion, upon the innocency 
of Chriſtian Religion; ſuch turious Aflaſins and Incendia- 
ries, for murthering of Princes, butchery of people. and 
e, firing of States ; ſo inraged, evenlike Wolves inthe c- 
vening, to ſwallow us up quicke ( if the time di ſerve; ) I 
fay.that ſuch,in ſo orthodoxe a Church, and noblea State, 
ſhould by allowance, toleration, connivencie, or remiſſe- 
neſle, and paraliticall diſtemper of the arme of Iuſtice, or 
ſomething, be ſuffered to receive encreaſement, and multi- 
plication, both in number, and inſolency, to the great dif- 
honour of God Almizhry,the continyall vexation of Gods 
people and good Subjects, andthe moſt certaine hazard of 
the whole State, and the peaccfull ſucceſſion of the Kings

" Thus muchT thought good to Epiſtle atthis time, for the 
diſcharge of my owne conſcience, and the needfull refreſh- 
ing your memories, with the apprehenſion of thoſe dread- 
full dangers,which howerly hang over our heads,by reaſon 
of the impunity of Popiſh Idolatry, and the endlefle inevi- 
table malice and machinations of the Papiſts. We have had 
provocations,and warnings enovgh; from this place, from 
the Parliament houſe: from heaven, by Gods meſſengers , - 
from hellbythe powd-r-plot,from ire/ant by theirheathen 
Tyranny from Rome, by the roring of their Buls , from 
France, by their maſſacres, and butchery of their Kings : by 
' moremediarte, and politicke;by immediate and miraculous 
revelations, diſcoveries, deliverances:by a blacke and bloo- 
dy catalogue of moſt hatefalland prodigious conſpiracies, 
which runne parallell with the golden fine of Queene Fj. 
zabeths life, by the dayly villanous libels of the ſwaggering 
runagates of qur countrey ; baſe andilliterate pamphlets, 
ſtuft with ribaldrie, and railings, and perſonall {landers, im- 
pudencies, out-facings, utterly without any paſſage orim- 
preſſons of grace, or gracious ſpirit. A thouſand times, a 
thouſand wayes; And yet what good havethey done, fith 
nothing will ſerve the turne? Gods will muſt bee done. For 
mine owne part, I haye delivered mine owne ſoule, If wr” 
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willnor take warting, whoinrtoncefties, his Bloodþ
